| LIKE COFFEE, | LIKE TEA.... 


The outlook ‘‘is not bright” for any early relief from a 
world coffee shortage that has shot retail prices in this country 
to new all-time highs, the commerce department reports. 

It said in a special survey that production in Brazil — 
largest single source of coffee — has been dropping steadily 
for the past 10 years while the number of world coffee drinkers 
has been increasing. 

That’s the story on coffee. And many an American coffee 
drinker is becoming resentful, wants to blame the higher price 
on one of three groups who handle his java before it reaches 
his silex: the grocers, the coffee importers and jobbers, and the 
coffee growers. And none of these groups will take the rap for 
the bean that’s trying on the gold plate. 

At the risk of going way out on a limb, we'd like to pre- 
dict that the Tea Bureau will save the American java drinker 
ffom fate worse than coffee substitutes. Yes, that’s right, the 
Tea Bureau. 

Because of American taste and the higher per pound price 
of tea, it usually is not too competitive with coffe. But with 
coffee rising to what the Department of Commerce predicts 
may be a $1 per pound, the British national beverage is in a 
very good Positior, to compete. 

The Tea Bureau, which is stipported by 
growers and importers, plans an extensive 
selling camgain stressing the economy of tea. 

More cuns to the pound. 

No rise in prices. And similar pluggers. 

We see the price of coffee coming down to meet the cup- 
per-pound price of tea. 

And without the necessity of resorting to controls or sub- 
sidies.
